of cattle from feed lots in the Southwest. 
Secretary-General Manager Charles A. Stewart 
reported that 345 applications for membership were 
received in the second quarter of this year, and that 
membership in the association now stands at an all 
time high of 11,063.

Cattlemen throughout the

Dr. Donald Miller advised TSCRA directors that 
for the South-

ary. He said the project calls for continued research 
and that it would be a costly operation with an esti- 
mated cost of four million dollars per year if Con- 
gress authorizes the work. He said that in Florida,

Dr. Miller also advised the cattlemen that they 
should be constantly on the alert to control other 
livestock diseases and pests. He said scabies recently 
had broken out in one feed lot in Texas and one in 
Colorado. He emphasized that the best place to catch 
these diseases, however, was not in the feed lot but 
at the source—on the ranch. The feed lot 
in Colorado lost $20,000 a day from scabies before 
the situation was brought under control.

There will be a 
meeting of the Meat Board at Wichita, Kans., in June 
and I hope that many of the TSCRA directors will be 
able to attend.” 

Present beef grading standards also were in the 
spotlight at the TSCRA meeting. There has been con- 
siderable discussion throughout the nation recently 
regarding proposed changes in the grading system. 

Tobin Armstrong, chairman of the beef grading 
committee, pointed out that beef grading today is 
essentially the same as it was when the standards 
were set up in 1917. “Obviously we know a lot more 
about beef grading now than we did then, but we 
have been unable to incorporate this knowledge into 
our present beef grading system,” he said. 

He explained that there are two factors which

determine the value of a beef carcass 


there is to eat, and how good it is to eat. “ 
our present grading system, these two values are 
treated as one, and the resulting grade is a com- 
promise between the two,” he said.

quarter prices will likely again be significantly higher 
than in subsequent quarters. This early strength 
could encourage undue optimism currently in breed- 
ing stock and stockers as it did last spring. We are 
in the buyers’ market side of the cattle cycle and 
further drastic declines in breeding and feeder cattle 
prices should not come as a surprise. A five per cent, 
rather than a one per cent as in 1960, increase in the 
1961 calf crop is possible. A leading agricultural serv- 
ice has estimated a seven per cent decrease in the 
national gross income from the sales of cattle and 
calves in 1961 from the reduced 1960 income. This is 
a well-reasoned estimate.

U. S. beet grade changes are out of the 
question until new USDA administrators 
are installed, if changes stand any chance 
at all. Indications are that USDA is be 
ginning to get its back up against re- 
peated crash programs by packing inter- 
ests aimed at knocking down federal 
grades. 

The packers say their surveys show 
that the consumer wants more lean and 
flavorful beef. Leaner beef means 
feeding and fewer dollars per head for 
the cattleman. But packers counter that 
increased sales would make up for any 
losses resulting from lighter animals. 

Dropping more fat in the fire, how 
report on research by 
USDA showing that fat is what gives 
beef its distinctive flavor.

The First 


ORSEBACK, in wagons and hacks, 
H and over the shiny new Texas & 

Pacific railway tracks, between 
300 and 400 men, women and children 
from West Texas and lower New Mexico 
ranches converged on Pecos, Texas, July 
4, 1883, to see what many believe was 
the world’s first rodeo. 

Pecos, boasting a population of 300 to 
400, was dressed in its Sunday best to 
welcome and open its homes to the vis- 
itors. 

Most of the women and children were 
getting their first look at the little town, 
and the occasion was of social impor- 
tance. There was a lot of primping to 
be done. 

The men, however, were familiar with 
the town as the gathering point for the 
annual Pecos Valley roundup, as the 
country was still an open range. Spring 
drives started simultaneously up river 
and down to converge near Pecos for 
sifting and branding. 

In fact, several visiting men had been 
in on the 1882 planning of the 1883 ro- 
deo. It had seemed a good way to settle 
the many arguments about the prowess 
of top ropers and great horses that every 
outfit boasted. “Rodeo was borned out 
o’ brags,” as one oldtimer put it, “and 
it shore is lotsa fun!” 

The 1883 celebration was really a gala 
occasion, according to two people yet 
living who took part in the festivities 
78 years ago. Mrs. T. Y. Moorhead of 
Pecos and William (Bill) Vest of Mona 
hans have happy recollections of the day

The rodeo, primarily a roping event, 
was held just south of the present court- 
house square. A steer corral was on one 
flank, and a row of wagons on the other, 
forming a “V” from which events start- 
ed. Ahead was open prairie, and judges, 
timers and hazers had a busy day. 

Some great cowhands contested. The 
Hashknife was represented by George 
Brookshire, Henry and Jim Slack, Fate 
Beard and Jim Mannin; the Lazy Y by 
its boss, Trav Windham; the W Ranch 
by Jeff Chisum and Henry Miller, and 
the NA Ranch by Morgan and Jim Liv- 
ingston. 

Standing by to keep things rolling 
were Brawley Oates, Charles Goedeke, 
John Chalk, Ed Stigler and many others 
unrecorded. 

Steers roped that day were longhorned 
three and four year olds, weighing 
around 1,200 pounds, and wild as they 
came. Every animal was a powerful lot 
of beef for a roper to snare, throw and 
tie single handed, It took a good cow 
hand and a solid, smart horse to han 
dle the job. 

Morgan Livingsten and Trav Wind 
ham came off winners in the steer roping, 
to share the $40 cash prize. 

Windham, noted ranch manager as well 
as roper, was featured in the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram in 1931 as one of the 
oldest working cowhands then active in 
Texas. He died the following year. Henry 
Slack, youngest of the contestants, was 
the last to die, in 1944 

Since that first rodeo, roping has been 
the featured event at Pecos, and most 
of the world’s greatest ropers of every 
era have competed there.

Feb. 22 - March 5 


Twenty-ninth Annual Exposition Offers More Than 
$151,000 in Premiums and Awards 


OUSTON IS looking forward to 
another whopping-big fat stock 
show and rodeo. The organization 
will hold its 29th show Feb. 22 through 
March 5, in the Sam Houston Coliseum. 

With the completion of several major 
freeway links, the coliseum will be more 
easily reached than ever before. 

Livestock premiums and awards this 
year will amount to more than $151,000. 
This does not include the added moneys 
of the horse events nor the estimated 
$73,000 which will be paid out to the 
rodeo contestants. 

Entries, deadlined Dec. 15 for all ani 
mals except horses, will probably num- 
ber about 6,000, according to John Kuyk- 
endall, livestock manager. The horse en- 
tries are not due in until Jan. 15. 


Fourteen Breeds of Cattle 

There will be 14 breeds of cattle, four 
breeds of horses, 11 breeds of sheep, and 
several breeds of rabbits exhibited. 

The cattle include Aberdeen-Angus, 
Shorthorns, Herefords, Brahman, Charo- 
lais, Charbray, Brangus, Santa Gertru- 
dis, Red Poll, Jersey, Guernsey, Holstein- 
Friesian, Brown Swiss and Milking Short- 
horns. (The latter three breeds will com- 
pete only in the junior dairy show.) 

All of the horses will be stabled at 
Pin Oak Stables, on Post Oak Road, with 
the exception of those finalist entries, 
which will compete in special events 
during the rodeo performance. 

The Cutting and Quarter Horses will 
take over the stables the first week of 
the show, and the Arabians and Appa- 
loosas taking over the second week. 

New to the show this year will be a 
sale of Santa Gertrudis breeding cattle, 
both pen and fitted. The auction will 
be held Thursday, Feb. 23, in the after- 
noon. 

There are five other breed sales sched 
uled. Charolais will be sold on Feb. 22, 
Herefords on Feb. 24, Aberdeen-Angus 
and Quarter Horses on Feb. 25, and the 
Texas Shorthorn Lassies will have a 
heifer sale on March 4.

“An agricultural census is taken every 
five years. These census data are used 
as a ‘bench mark’ to adjust livestock 
numbers which are estimated in the in- 
terim years from sample data. Sample 
data are subject to normal sampling 
error; and, therefore, the census data 
gives a means of adjusting every five 
years for the sampling error that has 
accumulated over the five-year period. 
The most recent agricultural census was 
taken in the fall of 1959 and prelimi- 
nary tabulations are now becoming avail- 
able. 

“A preliminary count of cattle num- 
bers for 34 states in the 1959 census was

l4g per cent below the 1954 census count 
for the same 34 states. On the other hand, 
the Jan. 1, 1960, inventory of cattle and 
calves was reported to be 4% per cent 
higher than the inventory reported for 
Jan. 1, 1955. This relationship has led 
many to feel that the number of cattle 
and calves reported in the Jan. 1, 1960, 
inventory was far below the 101.5 mil- 
lion reported. However, caution must be 
used in drawing conclusions from the 
facts stated above. Several important 
factors must be taken into consider- 
ation in interpreting what the prelimi- 
nary 1959 enumeration revealed in re- 
lation to the 1954 census data. 
Fewer Farms in 1959 Census 

“One important change between the 

1954 and 1959 census was the definition

of a farm. The 1959 farm definition ex- 
cluded many places that were enumer- 
ated as farms in the 1954 census. In 
the 34 states referred to, the places ex 
cluded from the 1959 census, due to the 
change of definition, amounted to 4's 
per cent of the total number of farm: 
in the 1954 census. The census analysis 
is not yet sufficiently complete to en- 
able this change in farm definition to 
be translated into the actual number of 
cattle involved. 

“A second consideration is the fact 
that commercial slaughter of cattle and 
calves during November and December 
of 1954 was 1.2 million greater than 
during these same two months in 1959 
Therefore, the disappearance between 
enumeration and the following Jan. 1 
inventory was much greater in 1954 than 
for 1959. Likewise, the enumeration in 
1959 was made two weeks later than 
in 1954, which means that the numbers 
reflected in the 1959 census would be 
lower than for 1954 due to the slaughter 
that occurred during this two-week pe 
riod. At the rate of slaughter that oc 
curred October, 1959, this alone would 
account for almost one million head. 

“A third factor is the higher rate of 
importation of live animals from Can 
ada and Mexico in November and De 
cember of 1959 than during these two 
months of 1954. Imports between the 
time the census was taken and the Jan 
1 inventory were in excess of 110,000 
greater in 1959 than in 1954.” 

Smaller Beef Imports Expected 

Lower cattle prices in the United 
States always result in our market be 
ing less attractive as an outlet for the 
beef production of other countries, and 
beef imports are expected to be down 
in 1961. During 1958 and 1959, United 
States imports were equal to 8.6 per 
cent of domestic production, and during 
the first eight months of 1960 were 
equivalent to 6.5 per cent of United 
States beef and veal output. 

Climatic conditions and total meat 
supplies, of course, both will have their 
effect on prices during 1961. Farrowing 
intentions by farmers reporting to the 
USDA already indicate increased sup 
plies of pork the latter half of the year 
This will affect the cattle market only 
to the extent the housewife substitutes 
pork purchases for beef, and at this 
time, the forecasters are predicting pork 
consumption per person at 64.6 pounds 
for 1961. This compares with an esti 
mated consumption of 64.5 pounds in 
1960 and 68.3 pounds in 1959. Beef con 
sumption in 1961 is estimated at 89.5 
pounds. This compares with 85.8 pounds 
in 1960 and 81.6 pounds in 1959. The 
1961 estimated meat production will pro 
vide consumers with the largest supply 
of meat in history, both in total and 
per consumer. If the estimates prove 
correct, consumption of red and poultry 
meat would exceed 200 pounds per per 
for the first time in history. 
Larger Calf Slaughter in 1961

QUESTION: I am a farmer and I suf- 
fered a heart attack in July, 1959. How 


| long must a disabled farmer work before 
| he meets the work requirement for dis- 


ability benefits? 

ANSWER: You must have at least 
five years of coverage. If you became 
covered under social security for the 


| first time in January, 1955, you could 
| first meet the work requirement as early 


as October, 1959. This is true providing 


| you paid the self-employment social 


security tax for each of the five years 
1955 through 1959. 

QUESTION: I a planning to file for 
disability benefits. I have worked under 
social security as a farmer for five 
years counting 1959. How disabled must 
I be to be eligible? 

ANSWER: You must have a very 
severe disability. You must establish by 
medical evidence that your disability 
not only is very severe, but that it is 
also expected to last indefinitely or re 
sult in your death. If your disability is 
slight or only temporary in nature, you 


| could not qualify for disability protec 


tion. On the other hand, if your dis 


| ability is so severe, for example—that 
| you can no longer do your farm work 
| or do any other kind of work, you 


should inquire at the social security 


| office immediately.

Nearly everybody has his or her fa- 
vorite recipe for stew, but did you ever 
put together a Coffee Beef Stew? Well, 
it’s easy just by following the directions 
for same in this CowBelles cookbook 
Like this:

Course at Michigan State University 


Two-Day Program Attended by More Than 380 Men and 
Women From 12 States and Three Canadian Provinces

ORE than 60 owners, breeders 
M and trainers of Quarter Horses 
traveled to the Michigan State 
University campus, East Lansing, Mich., 
where they were joined by other fanciers 
of light horses and ponies from 12 states 
and Canada, for the fourth annual 
Horse Management Course 
More than 380 enthusiastic men and 
women from Illinois, Indiana, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
New Mexico, New York, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Texas, Wisconsin and three Ca- 
nadian provinces met at East Lansing 
for this comprehensive two-day program 
at the Kellogg Center for Continuing 
Education, Anthony Hall, Livestock

Opening the conference was Dr. Duane 
Ullrey, of the MSU department of ani- 
mal husbandry, with a discussion of the 
fundamental aspects of feeding horses 
and a consideration of the horse’s diges- 
tive system (stomach, small intestine, 
cecum and large intestine). 

He also discussed the nutrients re- 
quired by the tissues of the horse. The 
basic sources of energy, he reminded, are 
carbohydrates, fats and proteins, Other 
important nutrients he listed as essential 
fatty acids, amino acids, minerals (Ca, 
P, Na, K, Cl, Mg, S, Fe, Cu, Mn, Co, 
Zn, I, Mo and F) and vitamins (A or 
carotene, D, E, C, thiamine, riboflavin, 
niacin, pantothenic acid, pyridoxine, folic 
acid, inositol, paro amino benzoic acid, 
choline, biotin, B,.).

Harry Moxley, professor emeritus of the 
MSU department of animal husbandry 
followed. 

Moxley pointed out that feed require 
ments vary with individual horses, and 
that the easily fed horse is the horse 
that is of good conformation. Short 
backed, well-sprung, deep-ribbed horses, 
as contrasted with long-backed, shallow 
ribbed horses, are usually good feeders 
and easy keepers, he said 

He also explained that the quality of 
feed is most important. Horses are very 
sensitive to moldy, food, he 
warned the group, and care must be 
taken to detect these foods before they

of the wall, said MacAllan, are very 
important, especially to the blacksmith. 
These must be taken care of in order to 
keep the leg in proper alignment so that 
the horse can stand square. 

Trimming to straighten up _ horses 
should be done, said MacAllan, when 
they are young—when they are under 
two years old, and preferably at six 
weeks. If the feet are not kept level, 
he warned, or if the colt is born so 
that it will walk away or toe away, the 
feet must be squared to make the animal 
level. 

For a hard, brittle wall, MacAllan 
suggested keeping it soft with wet clay 
and water, although he admitted several 
market preparations would do the job 
When using the wet clay method, the 
foot is tied in a mud bath about two 
or three times a week. 

A few of the other questions asked 
MacAllan, and his answers, are record 
ed below : 

Question: When should horses be shod, 
and why? 

Answer: Horseshoeing is a necessary 
evil. If a horse can get along without 
shoes, he is a lot better, said the black 
smith. But the feet of most horses are 
too brittle. Growth is not supplied as 
fast as the foot is being worn away, 
and when this happens, we have to stop 
it by putting something artificial on 
When shoeing, a thin strip of leather 
and a hoof packing under the leather 
between the shoes and the foot should be 
used 

Question: What are sickle hocks? 

Answer: A horse with his hocks way 
behind him. This is a deformity in the 
conformation, and there is nothing you 
ean do for it 

Question: Are heels good or bad? 

Answer: I don’t think they are neces 
sary. People think heels keep the horse’s 
foot from slipping, when in reality, they 
merely keep the horse's foot off the 
ground, Putting heels on a horse means 
he is either higher at the heels or lower 
at the toes 

Question: What is the correct angle 
of a horse’s foot? 

Answer: The shoulder blade, ankle 
and toe should be at the same angle. 

Question: What is forging, and what 
can be done to cure it? 

Answer: A horse that comes with his 
hind foot and hits the hind toe. A 
rolled-toe shoe, with a light shoe behind, 
should be used. 

Question: How often should a horse be 
shod? 

Answer: It depends on the growth of 
the feet. Healthy feet grow faster than 
unhealthy feet. Although you really 
should use your own judgment. I would 
recommend about every six to eight 
weeks, although the Army says every 
four weeks. 

Question: What causes most of the ail 
ments in horses’ feet? 

Answer: Most of the ailments on the 
wall come from hard, dried feet. One of 
the most important things you can do 
for a horse’s feet is to see that they are 
soft.

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: Prices have not shown the usual seasonal decline during the autumn of 
1960 and currently are 5 per cent higher than a year ago mainly because of the reduced 
supply of hogs, eggs and some fruits and vegetables. 





INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Now at 105 per cent of the 1957 average and the lowest since 
November, 1959, when it registered 103 and production was depressed due to the steel 
strike. This decline has reflected a slowdown in inventory buying in many industries. 





COST OF LIVING: Now at 127.4 (using 1947-49 as equal 100) which is a new all-time high 
and due mostly to a jump in food prices. This is the first time since 1951 that food 
prices have advanced at this time of year. 


PARITY: Now at 81 is likely to remain at this level through the winter months. 


PERSONAL INCOME: The upward trend has reached a temporary standstill and probably 
will not resume the upward trend before the second quarter of 1961. 





FAVORABLE: 

1. Spending in the 337 reporting cities to the Federal Reserve System continues to show 
a favorable increase and is running 3.9 per cent over the same 3-month period of last 
year. 

Feed grain supplies for the first quarter of 1961 will run about 3 per cent above last 
year. A carryover increase of at least 5 per cent is now estimated for 196l. 
Poultry and egg prices will remain high. While the cost of growing mash and feed 
ratios are lower than last year it has not yet caused an increase in flocks. 

Cattle slaughter in 1960 has run approximately 10 per cent greater than in 1959. 
Marketings are expected to show a slight increase in 1961 and the profit margins 
Should not vary too much from last year. 


Spring pig crop is now estimated to be 49% million (about 5 per cent over last year) 
which is below the 56.6 million in 1959 and below the 10-year average of 54% million. 


UNFAVORABLE: 

1. Unemployment is running about 6.5 per cent of the employable labor force and it will 
plague the new administration for most of 196l. 
The hourly work week is down about 2% per cent from last year and the income per 
industrial worker is off slightly. Do not expect any material change during the 
coming year. 
Cattle numbers, now in the third year of increase, will probably rise further 
accompanied by a lower price trend. 





COMMENT ; 


General stability of farm prices, cost ratios and incomes during the last two years are 
expected to continue next year. The price climax in cattle marketings should come about 
late April and mid-October of the year, particularly for finished animals. Consumption 
of beef per capita in 1961 could increase 5 per cent over the 85.4 lbs. per capita 
reached in 1956, but it woule mean a sacrifice in prices. 

Business in the first quarter will be slow to sagging with lower profits. In the second 
quarter production will be down but a reversal in trend will be evident before the end 
of the quarter. In the third quarter we will see rising production with increased 
profits. In the fourth quarter production and employment will continue to rise. Food, 
meat and perishable goods industries together with farm equipment manufacturers should 
have a good year.

U. S. Isc on n Guard Against 
African Horse Sickness 


T HE U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has announced a minimum 30- 
day quarantine of horses, donkeys, 
mules, and zebras being brought into the 
United States from countries of Asia, 
the Mediterranean area, and Africa. 

This restriction at the port of entry 
is a safeguard to prevent entry of Afri- 
can Horse Sickness into this country. 
Animal quarantine inspectors of USDA’s 
Agricultural Research Service have 
found no animals ill with the disease 
since the restriction went into effect. 

Importers must hold equines entering 
this country in insect-proof facilities 
approved by ARS for the 30-day obser- 
vation period. Previously, imported 
horses and other equines have not been 
detained after passing physical exami- 
nations, and blood tests for dourine and 
glanders—two diseases that have been 
eradicated from the United States. 

Presence of African horse sickness, 
known and recognized for many years in 
Africa, was diagnosed outside Africa for 
the first time late in 1959 in West 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. Since then, 
the disease has established itself in 
seven countries of the Near East and 
Middle East in an area stretching from 
Turkey to India, and there is a serious 
threat of spread throughout the Medi- 
terranean area.

He stressed that if symp- 
toms of iodism consisting of 
watery nose, and eyes, of scrufy skin, 
loss of hair, general weakness, loss of 
appetite, to discontinue the medication.
